“Watch out for the poison 
ivy,” said Greenbelt City 
Councilmember Ed Putens: 

“And be sure to check yourself 
over for ticks when you get 
home,” said Mayor Antoinette 
Bram, referring to deer ticks, 
which can carry the lyme disease 
that has been cropping up more 
frequently in and around 
Greenbelt in the last couple of 
years.

(This is the second in a series 
of articles concerning the revised 
plans proposed to the city council 
for renovating the Roosevelt Cen- 
ter Mall by consultant Sharon 
Bradley-Papp. In the first article, 
published on October 3, the ob- 
jectives for the mall renovation 
project were set forth and a com- 
parison made of the current mall 
design with the original design of 
1937. 

Bradley-Papp states that the 
Bradford pear trees have outlived 
their useful life and are now 
highly subject to splitting and 
dropping branches, creating a 
hazard to pedestrians. They also 
obscure the mother and child 
statue, the focal point of the mall, 
and business signs. 

Bradley-Papp has prepared 
three alternative designs. The 
first requests only minimal work

Neces- 
sary tree removals will further 
damage the pavement. Some ar- 
eas of pavement around trees

roots. Bradley-Papp recommends 
replacing the Bomanite paving 
with aggregate concrete similar to 
the paving along Centerway. Ag- 
gregate concrete -is regular con- 
crete in which gravel and stone is 
worked up to the surface to pro- 
vide a textured look. She recom- 
mends six-foot square openings 
around the new trees, to prevent 
the roots from damaging the 
pavement. 


Because the pear trees are . 


nearing the end of their life span 
and present a hazard to pedestri- 
ans, Bradley-Papp recommends 
that all of them be removed. She 
proposes replacing the trees with 
London plane trees, which have 
historic significance in Greenbelt 
and which will match the trees 
along Centerway.

Wetlands—a Definition 

The region we were looking at 
had already been marked off with 
flags by an earlier team repre- 
senting SHA. We had briefly 
studied the layout on paper from 
a colored map charting the eleva- 
tions and water saturation levels.

“Wavering” on Ivy 


The Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
(GHI) Board of Directors has 
ordered the staff to cease clean- 
ing ivy from the outside walls 
of masonry homes and garages 
until the Board can review its 
policy. The current policy, 
which has been in effect since 
October 1995, provided staff 
assistance to homeowners for 
the removal of existing ivy, and 
prohibited ivy or any other 


. Creeping vine on the outside 


walls of homes and garages. 

The ban on ivy was in re- 
sponse to concerns about the 
damage that ivy might cause. 
In the professional opinion of 
the staff engineer, ivy can dam- 
age mortar, windows, screens, 
gutters, downspouts, vinyl sid- 
ing, and if left unchecked, can 
damage shingles and actually 
enter attics. 

The Board by its action 
showed that it had no profound 
commitment to the maintenance 
of the homes and garages. If 
word of this gets to the mort- 
gage companies, this ambivalent 
ivy policy may have serious 
consequences - possibly raising 
interest rates and making loans 
harder to get. 

Relaxing the ban on ivy may 
have consequences in the cur- 
rent attempt to have GHI 
Greenbelt considered as an his- 
toric district. Ivy covered walls 
are fine for Harvard, bat ivy 
covered walls are at variance 
with the clean-lined, spare, art 
deco look of original Greenbelt., 

The Board by wavering on 
the ivy issue has lost a measure 
of authority. Why bother to 
follow the rules in the 
Member’s Handbook when you 
know that the Board is granting 
“feel good” exceptions to the 
rules to favored members and 
not using the rules for: the 
“common good’?

Greenbelt resident Keith O.

The Greenbelt Arts Center's 
first major play performance of 
the 1996-97 season, Gore 
Vidal’s “The Best Man”, opens 
Friday, October 18, 8 p.m. and 
runs through Saturday evening, 
November 9. It includes two 
Sunday matinee performances, 
October 27 and November 3 at 
2 p.m 

Vidal’s “Best Man”, origi- 
nally written in 1960, centers 
on two candidates, former Gov- 
ernor William Russell and 
Senator Joe Cantwell, each vy- 
ing for his party’s presidential 
nomination. 

Vidal updates the play peri- 
odically, with references to 
Jesse Jackson, Ross Perot, Pat 
Buchanan and even Lamar 
Alexander, and these make the 
play that much more pertinent. 
However, it is Vidal’s portrayal 
of the two major candidates and 
their respective “chess” moves 
against the other which create 
the tension. Director Bob Th- 
ompson and Assistant Director

Playing Governor Russell,

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Planting and Growing Bulbs 


Bill Phelan, City Horticulturist 
Locations for Bulb Planting 

All bulbs like good soil 
drainage, so don’t locate them 
in an area where water stands 
after a rain. Tulips are best 
planted in an area where they 
will receive more than 6 hours 
of full sun daily, daffodils are 
best with at least 3 hours of 
sun but will tolerate less, En- 
glish bluebells are your best 
choice if you have an area that 
is completely shaded. 

Soil Preparation for New 
- Beds 

Select an area with good 
drainage that receives the 
proper amount of sunlight for 
the bulbs you will be planting. 
Plant the bulbs as soon as pos- 
sible. They will begin growing 
roots almost immediately. It is 
important that they have good 
root growth before the soil 
freezes. 

If the area to be planted is 
in a new bed covered with 
grass, the first step is to get rid 
of the grass. This can be done 
by spraying the lawn with an 
herbicide such as Roundup and 
waiting a week before cultivat- 
ing the soil. Another, quicker 
method is to slice the sod off 
just below the roots and remove 
it. Don’t get lazy and simply 
spade up untreated sod. You 
will be fighting grass forever. 

After the grass has béen 
eliminated, spade the entire area 
to 9-12 inches deep with a 
shovel and turn over the soil. 
If the soil is clay, it is a good 
idea to spread a couple inches 
of sand on top and rototil or 
hand blend this in with the ex- 
isting soil. After that, spread~2 
to 3 inches of leaf compost 
(available at.the end of 
Northway) and Plantone fertil- 
izer (5 Ibs per 100 sq ft) over 
the soil and rototil again to 
blend with the existing soil. 

If you take the time to pre- 
pare the soil properly, you are 
guaranteed good results. It is 
’ better to prepare.a small area 
properly and add a little more 
each year than to get in a rush 
and plant without proper prepa- 
ration. 

Spread the bulbs out over 
the soil surface... Generally, the 
taller bulbs should be to the 
rear of the shorter bulbs. Plant 
them in clusters of 5,7, 9, etc. 
How far apart you space them 
depends on how fine a show 
you want the first year. For 
the best show, plant Jarge bulbs 
6 inches apart and small bulbs 
like crocus 1-2 inches apart. If 
you are willing to wait a few 
years for the grand show, plant 
the large bulbs 8-12 inches 
apart and the small bulbs about 
4 inches apart. Tulips only last 
3-4 years at most, and I believe 
they are best planted about 6 
inches apart. Groups of an odd 
number look best. Resist the 
temptation to plant them in 
straight lines unless your gar- 
den is very formal. 

In well-prepared soil, bulbs 
are planted easily with a hand 
trowel. A general rule of 
thumb is to cover bulbs with 
soil 3 times their height. Thus 
if the bulb was 2 inches tall, 
cover it with 6 inches of soil. 
Smaller bulbs would be planted 
more shallowly. After planting, 
cover the bed with a 1-2 inch 
layer of mulch. This will con- 
trol weeds and prevent rapid 
temperature changes that could 
heave bulbs out of the soil or 
injure their roots. 


Planting in Existing Beds 

Bulbs can also be planted in 
existing beds with ground cov- 
ers or perennial flowers that die 
to the ground in the winter. 
Plant shorter bulbs like the 
Tete-a-Tete daffodil in very low 
growing plants and the larger 
daffodils around taller perenni- 
als. As the foliage of the pe- 
rennial grows in the spring, it 
well help hide the yellowing 
daffodil foliage. Some good 


companions for the larger daf-. 


fodils are daylilies, asters, 
black-eyed Susans, Siberian iris, 
peonies, etc. For smaller bulbs 


such as the Tete-a-Tete daffodil, 


plant Ceratostigma, moss phlox, 
Dianthus and other low growing 
ground covers. The English 
Bluebells work well in the 
shade in ground covers like 
Vinca minor or Pachysandra. It 
is best when planting in exist- 
ing beds to add a tablespoon or 
so of an organic fertilizer to the 
hole when you plant. Rules for 
depth of planting are the same 
as in a new bed. I generally 
plant bulbs spaced 8-12 inches 
apart with existing plants so 
they will take longer to over- 
crowd. 

The smaller bulbs like Cro- 
cus thomasianus and Tete-a-Tete 
daffodils can be planted in 
lawns and they will spread over 
the years. Be sure to fertilize 
with an organic fertilizer when 
you plant and thereafter fertilize 
your lawn as recommended in 
the fall. It is best to hold off 
mowing your lawn in the spring 
until mid-May or June and cut 
the lawn at the highest setting 
of your lawn mower. Cutting a 
lawn at 3-4 inches tall is also 
best for the grass since it dis- 
courages weed germination. 

After Care 

Regardless of where you 
plant the bulbs, be sure to fer- 
tilize éach fall. This is very 
important if you want bloom 
for many years. Use either a 
slow release or organic fertil- 
izer with a formula ranging 
from 5-10-10 to 5-10-20 and 
apply 5 to 10 Ibs per 100 sq ft. 
I have seen beds of daffodils 
that have not been divided for 
50 years that are still blooming 
strong because they were fertil- 
ized properly each fall. 

In the spring be sure to let 
the foliage of bulbs yellow 
naturally before removing. 
Cutting back the foliage while 
still green or braiding, rubber 
banding, or pinning down the 
foliage is not a good idea since 
this inhibits the plant's ability 
to make food for next year’s 
flower formation. Failure to let 
the foliage die naturally can re- 
sult in no bloom the following 
year,

Students Plant Garden 
To Attract Butterflies 


A Prince George’s Commu- 
nity College biology professor 
and his students are doing their 
part to reverse the worldwide 
decline of butterflies by creat- 
ing a butterfly garden. 

Biology professor Peter 
Panyon and‘his biology 104 
class started the garden fast 
year; selecting flowers and 
shrubs attractive to butterflies 
and pleasing to the human eye. 

No one is exactly sure why 
butterfly numbers are dropping, 
but loss of habitat and prolif- 
eration of pesticides are consid- 
ered major factors, Panyon said. 

Panyon’s students were 
charged with researching which 
plants butterflies like best, then 
narrowing down the list to 
plants also attractive to humans. 
Once plant types were selected, 
the students then had to com- 
parison shop, checking with 
nurseries throughout the area 
for the best deals. 

When the garden is com- 


‘plete, it will have several hun- 


dred plants, Panyon said. 
Purple asters are very popular 
with the guests, as are butterfly 
bush and butterfly weed, cone 


flowers, including black-eyed 


susans, cardinal flowers, a local 
wildflower called bee balm, and 
milkweed. The latter is impor- 
tant because it is the only plant 
on which monarch butterflies 
will lay their eggs. | 

Although the garden was 
started just a year ago, it iS a 
popular spot for butterflies. 
Panyon said at its peak — 
around August and September 
— he was sometimes sur- 
rounded by dozens of butter- 
flies at a time.

Entomology Society 
by Millie O’Dea 

Dr. Manya B. Stoetzel of 
Hunting Ridge, who was 
elected president of the Ento- 
mological Society of America 
(ESA) in August, recently re- 
turned from an ESA interna- 
tional -conference held in Flo- 
rence, Italy. ESA is a not-for- 
profit organization with 8,500 
members in the United States 
and 92 foreign countries. It 
serves the scientific and profes- 
sional needs of entomologists 
and individuals in related disci- 
plines throughout the world, 
Of the three thousand ento- 
mologists who attended. the 


conference, 551 were frém the 


USA. 

Dr. Stoetzel has been re- 
search leader of the USDA- 
ARS Systematic Entomology 
Laboratory (SEL) at the 
Beltsville Research Center since 
1993. She has been a research 
entomologist with SEL since 
1974 and has published on the 
phylloxeran pests of pecan 
trees, the Russian wheat. aphid 
and other aphid pests of small 
grains and pasture grasses, and 
aphid pests of citrus. — Dr. 
Stoetzel explained that “aphids 
are like mosquitos to plants.” 
The study of insects serves as 
the basis for developments in 
biological and chemical pest 
control, food and product stor- 
age, pharmaceuticals, epidemi- 
ology, biological diversity, and 
a variety of other fields.

Collecting Frogs 


Judging by the swiftness 
with which the frog-catching 
stage made its appearance, I bet 
it won’t last long. But it is se- 
rious right now. Every frog in 
this neck of the woods better 
hide: Our eight year old son 
has his eyes out for “pets” 
turtles, snakes, toads and frogs. 

Yesterday, and I’m not mak- 
ing this up, he caught two 
green -frogs (male and female 
according to his frog and fish 
friend, Imogen) and one some- 
thing-or-other frog. The two 
green frogs went home with 
Imogen because her parents 
have a pond. The other stayed 
here for a couple days and then 
was released. The green frogs 
will join forces with the pick- 

-erel frog Michael caught Labor 
Day weekend and Imogen set 
free in her pond. We now have 
weekly phone calls between 
Michael and Imogen, the “Frog 
Report” her mother and [ call 
it. Michael gets very loud 
when he’s talking about his 
frogs; Imogen gets on the 
phone, which she normally 
doesn’t do. Last night Michael 
said to me and John that he 
“gets all shaky” when he sees 
frogs or even thinks about 
them. As I said, this 1s serious. 

Today after school, he and 
Josh, his best friend, dropped 
their backpacks and without 
even a pause for a snack, 
dashed out to the frog place.. A 
few weeks ago he invited me 
and John to come watch him 
catch frogs at “the lake”. He 
led us a few hundred yards 
from the house to a large 
puddle where he almost caught 
two more frogs. I was glad he 
didn’t get them; we already had 
a frog and toad sharing the 
small aquarium cum amphibian- 
holding-tank Imogen’s mother 
loaned us. But today’s foray to 
“the pond” was successful. I 
could hear Michael and Josh 
announcing, “We got another 
one!” as they ran out of the 
woods with it. 

For the first time, I can feel 
what other parents meant when 
they told me to enjoy the chil- 
dren while they're young, for it 
goes by in a flash. With each 
day and year being so packed 
and passing by somehow both 
in a flash and at a crawl, I 
could only intellectualize what 
they were trying to help me ap- 
preciate. But this frog-catching 
thing is different. .Michael goes 
about it with his entire being, 
changing each time he comes 
out of the woods. In there, 
alone most of the time, Michael 
probably connects with the 
earth and his inner voice. He's 
a self-taught Master Frog- 
Nabber. All this has begun to 
mark time moving through me, 
pushing me, tugging me for- 
ward. 





This has all happened before. . 


Ten or twelve years ago a pack 
of neighborhood boys ran into 
the woods beside our house to 
Catch frogs. For one short 
Summer they went into the 
woods for frogs and often came 
Out victorious. I think they be- 
gan to yearn for the protection 
of the woods because after a 
few weeks they hauled nails, 
hammers and wooden leftovers 





from who-knows-where into a 
corner of the: woods not far 
from our windows. They tried 
to build a cabin or clubhouse, 
forgetting about frogs alto- 
gether. One of those boys still 
lives in the neighborhood. He’s 
probably twenty now. 

I’m guessing this is the path 
my Michael will follow, and all 
of his emotions will be sucked 
into the next project—cabin- 
building, basketball, girls. 
He’ll grow older and his inter- 
ests will multiply, using up his 
concentration as he releases me. 
It’s all as it should be, but I’m 
still surprised. Because up un- 
til Michael’s frog-catching 
stage, I wasn’t able to grasp 
how time repeats and yet 
changes everything. 

Lifetime feels long when I’m 
living it. But when I watch life 
move through my children—and 
there’s no stopping it—TI be- 
come desperate to write it 
down, get it into ink, and make 
it stand still.

grow in water. 

Hydrophytic soil, hydrophilic 
(or water-loving) plants and 
standing water constitute the 
definition of a wetland. Since 
this was already October, one 
did not expect to find standing 
water. But in the spring much 
of the land lies under several 
inches of water, as regular trav- 
elers along Edmonston Rd. can 
well attest. 

The soil itself reveals that 
that. is the case. A sandy loam 
below the surface, the light tan 


of the lower inches of our 


sample had been penetrated by 
darker vertical streaks, carried 
down from the vegetative mate- 
rial on the surface as water had 
moved downward. The root 
structures of nearby trees, 
which had built up broad plat- 
form-like bases at the bottom of 
the trunks—a necessary devel- 
opment to bring oxygen to the 
tree—showed as well that the 
trees had been standing in wa- 
ter. A certain type of sedge 
was another give-away that this 
was a seasonally saturated wet- 
land. 
Impact on Sunnyside 

Although the actual construc- 
tion of the projected new ad- 
ministration building for the VU. 
S. Department of Agriculture 
(USDA) is occurring west of 
the CSX railroad tracks, the 
building and adjacent parking 
lots—and especially necessary 
road improvements—are ex- 
pected to cause changes in the 
drainage basin along Indian 
Creek. This stream flows be- 
tween the north-south line of 
the railroad tracks and 
Edmonston Rd., which parallels 
it. As all of us knew, the creek 
floods after every heavy rain. 

The stream crosses under 
Sunnyside Ave. beneath a two-

lane bridge, not currently un- 
dergoing plans for change. 
Thus, the short stretch of 
Sunnyside connecting a wid- 
ened Edmonston Rd. and a wid- 
ened Sunnyside Ave. west of 
the tracks will continue as a 
two-lane road. It can only 
serve as a major bottleneck for 
anyone approaching the new 
building from Edmonston Rd. 
Application Process 

This eventuality has not been 
looked at by the Army Corps of 
Engineers, which must rule on 
the effect of any new develop- 
ment on nearby wetlands. Ap- 
parently through pre-application 
meetings between USDA and 
SHA officials, USDA had been 
assured that the further widen- 
ing of Sunnyside was to be part 
of a larger projected roads de- 
velopment and therefore did not 
need to be dealt with at this 
point. 

(The city has long known 
about, and opposed, creation of 
a major north-south highway 
using the Edmonston Rd.- 
Kenilworth Ave. right-of-way, 
which according to SHA plans 
would hook up with an inter- 
county connector (or ICC) link- 
ing Montgomery and Prince 
George’s Counties at about 
where Muirkirk Rd. and U\S. 1 
intersect.) 

According to Kelly, changing 
the Sunnyside Ave. section 
where it crosses Indian Creek 
will require a permit from the 
Corps of Engineers, since the 
area impacted drains a total re- 
gion of at least five square 
miles and since the stream it- 
self flows at over five cubic 
feet per second. (Maryland 
Corps officials have since con- 
firmed this estimate, Kelly 
said.) Before such a permit 
can be issued, open public 
hearings are mandated. 

“It gives the public a very 
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big voice,” Kelly said. 

“As I understand it,” said 
McLaughlin, “the building is 
contingent on the road, which 
is contingent.on the wetland.” 
That is, before approval could 
be reached to construct the 
USDA building, a study of the 
need to widen Sunnyside to 
support this construction should 
have been carried out, and ap- 
proval of such widening would 
have depended on whether miti- 
gation for disruption of the 
wetlands was satisfactorily ad- 
dressed. Yet this process has 
not yet been carried out. 

To require a tougher level of 
scrutiny, a traffic study would 
be crucial. If it can be shown 
that traffic projections are 
“grossly different” from those 
previously carried out by 
USDA, Kelly said, then the 
Corps would have to look 
closely at the application, when 
it comes in. The Corps does 
not accept “piecemeal” develop- 
ment to circumvent the more 
rigorous approval process. 

If the city conducts the 
needed traffic study, and if its 
results differ markedly from 
those from the earlier study, 
Kelly promised to arrange for 
“pre-application” meetings be- 
tween the city and relevant 
Corps officials.
